SUBJECT: General Counsel and Inspector General pevors on 
NRP to the IOB 


We have discussed the Intelligence Oversight Board 
(IOB} letter (Attachment 1) with the OSD General Counsel. 
This letter sets forth some of the procedures by which 
the IOB will fulfill its responsibilities under E.0. 11905. 
Of primary interest is the schedule for the first periodic 
reports to the IOB from General Counsel and Inspector 
General (Attachment 2), which specifies a 15 July 1976 date 
for the "Special Reconnaissance Office". General Counsels 
and Inspectors General are required to report periodically, 
at lcast quarterly. to the IOB on their findings concerning 
questioned aetivities, if any. Mr. Andrews, our OSD 
General Counsel contact, advises that they anticipate the 
newly established DoD Inspector General will report on the 
NRP. The scope of involvement prior to the report is 


unknown at this time. I will keep you advised as information 
becomes available. | -_ 
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
